Incidents of the Recent Duel. 


We had a conversation with Major 
Poe, Chiet of Police, yesterday about 
the part he played in the recent duel. 
The Major intormed us that the first ink- 
ling he had of it was through a police 
telegram from the upper station, which 
he received at ten minutes before six 
o’clock, and which merely inquired, 
“Have you heard anything about a duel 
that is to take place near Oakwood cem- 
etery ?” 

While telegraping back to learn what 
was known about it atthe station, a 
gentleman came in and requested him 
to stop a duel between Mr. Mordecai 
and Mr. McCarty, but he could give no 
information except that it was to come 
off near the cemtery. This was within 
five minutes of the time fixed forthe 
fight. He obtained a horse and hurried 
as fact as possible in that direction. 
The manner by which he found the trail 
and followed it was worthy of a 
practiced scout. 

When he reached the almost inacces- 
sible field, he at once said to those 
present: ‘“ Gentlemen, you are all my 
prisoners; but as these poor wounded 
men must first be taken care of, I will 
take your word to report to me in the 
morning.” 

All readily pledged themselves and 
accepted the parote. The chief then 
approached Mr. Mordecai, who ap- 
peared to be suffering most, and who 
excited his sympathy, when the fol 
low.ng conversation ensued between 
them : 

“I regret that for your sake I did not 
arrive in time to stop this,” said the 
chief. 

“It would have been useless, Major, 
and it is better as it is ; for now but one 
worthless life is lost, whereas had this 
mecting not taken place we would in all 
probability have met in the street, and 
then some innocent person might have 
suffered from our shots. No, it is best 
as it is; youcould not have prevented 
it. 

Major Poe says he was very calm, and 
be could not but admire his thought. 
fulness for others, and noble forgetful- 
ness of self at that critical moment.
